We translate the fol-
lowing from a German scientific Journal for the ben-
efit of our mechanics and agricultural laborers i -

It has long been known that the simplest methodot sharpening a razor is to put it for half an hour in
water to which has been added one-twentie- th of its
weight of muriatic or sulphuric acid, then ligktly
wipe it off, and after a few hours set it on a hone.
The acid here supplies the place of a whetstone by
corroding the whole surface uniformly, so that noth-
ing further but a smooth polish is necessary. The
process never injures good blades, while bidly bar-dene- d

ones are frequently improved by it, although
the cause of such improvement remains unexplained.

Of late this process has been applied to many other
cutting implements The workman at the beginning
of his noon-spel- l, or when he leaves off in the even-
ing, moistens the blades of his tools with water acidi-
fied as above, the cost cf which is almost nothing.
This saves the consumption of time and labor in
whetting, which, moreover, speedily wears out the
biades. The mode of sharpening here indicated
would be found especially advantageous for sickles
and scythes.

Death from Drinking Camphine. The Balti-
more Sun of yesterday relates the following case of
a death ensuing from drinking camphine :

On Friday afternoon last, a man under the influ-
ence of liquor was observed in the vicinity of Wash-
ington street and Canton avenue -- he 'applied for
some liquor in a neighboring shop, but was refused.
In a short time a camphine wagon drove up, and
while the driver was in a house supplying a customer
he went to the wagon and seizing a measure drew a
quantity of liquid and swallowed it. In a short time
he became overpowered with its effects, and about
four o'clock was taken by an officer to the Eastern
Station-hous- e, and died about five o'clock on Sunday
morning.
